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Bao .m, abbot of the Vietnauese Temple (Jat Po) in Bangkok, states that 
thai, Govermicnt pressure against Vietnamese refugees in Thailand is 
increasing daily. ‘The governmont now prohibits Vietnamese from sursuing 
such trades as charcoal producing, tailoring, barbering, and rice farming. 
vany of the refugees complain that they face extreme hardshins earning 
their livelihood and that they can exmect adMitional difficulties when 
it becomes necessary to male donations to the Viet Dinh. 


uguyen Dac “uy, Uo Chi Tinh representative in SJangkok, claims that a 
resort of 13 October 1950 in the newspaper Prachakorn, stating that c%uy 
had promised to trinsfer all Viet ‘inh refugces back to Indochina, is 
false.
